Applicants' arguments were considered and found 
to be persuasive in view of the amendment to the claims, resulting in the 
withdrawal of all prior rejections as applied to the allowed claims. 

No prior art reference or sequence of record, however, taken alone or in 
combination teach the claimed invention or provide motivation to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use the skills available in the area of enzymology or 
molecular biology, to make the invention obvious.
